SUMMARY 


SiiiA'cy is llic first step in a c‘()nT]>rcliciisi\'c prcsLT\'ali<)n progiain. In nnlcr to prcscr\'c resources you niiisl know what is 
available. History Nebraska has been systematically siir\X‘ying each county in Nebraska since the 198()s. Howard County 
is one ol the last counties to be form ally surve\X‘(l, althougli a total of 3j(i properties had been previously sur\X‘ye<l aiul 
recorded in the Nebraska HisU>ric Resources Suncy & Invcntoiy (NellRSI) on an individual basis. This reconnaissance 
level survey looked at resources within the incorporated limits of Boelus, Coteslield, Cushing, Dannebrog, Elba, Farwell, 

St. LilK>ry, and St. Paul. Of the 1,207 properties surve\X‘d were recommended as eligible for listing in the National 
Register ol Historic Places (National Register) as well as one historic district, the St. Paul Commercial Historic District. 

This project is one ol the first History Nebraskii surveys to include a robust jniblic engagement elTort. An in jKu son 
meeting was held in St. Paul on No\ ember 18, 2019 with sexeral community members in attendance to hear a pre.seillation 
by Histoiy Nebraska Suney Coordinator Kate Hewlings. In addition to digital and hard copies of this final report, the 
inlorniation was distilled down into a brochure distributed throughout com muni lies in Howard Counly, ghiiiga high-level 
overview ol the suney re si dts. Also, an interactive, online "stoiy map' was created to highlight the pujject and make it more 
widely accessible. 

The plan provides ideas for further research and more intensive survey work to uncover ailditional historic resources. The 
plan recommends the active Howard County Historical Society conlinue their work using this document to raise awareness, 
aiul further preservation activities locally. A number of programs, managed by History Nebraska and other state agency 
programs, are discussed in Chapter i to assist in preservation in Ho wan 1 County including forming a local or county 
Certified Local Government.

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CHAPTER 1

INTRODUCTION 

Howard Coiiiily eiiamipa.s.scs ,')7() stjUHre miles of 
diverse natural habitat in eastern eeniral Nebraska (see 
Figure 1.2). About hall die land is rieh hot tom land 
near the North. Soul li, and Middle Loup Rixers while 
(be rcnniinin^ is divided among sandy, hilly soils and 
(able lands suited to J arm nig. \\’hen pioneers armed IdO 
years ago the land was covered in buffalo, mestjiiite, and 
grama grasses. Cottonwood trees \\'ere the primary x ariet}', 
bill ash. elm, box elder, walnut, haekberry, and willow 
trees also grew near the nnmerons stream beds.* 

COUNTY SETTLEMENT 

Howai'd County was created on March 28, 1871, hemever 
there are two accounts on how' the name was derived. 
Ollicial records show it was named for (ieneral Oliver 
Otis Howard as confirnied by Leander Oerrald w ho 
dialled the hill dehning (he new* county. Others, however, 
maintain it wtis named for Howard Paul, the nr.stboni 
son ol J.N. Paul, a founder of Si. Paul, Nebraska.- The 
location of I he county seat was a light between two towns. 
The residents ol Dannebrog and St. Paul each fell their 
coininiuiities deserxed the ])ri/.e. This battle, beginning 
in 1874, led to mutual distrust lasting several years. The 
first vote to detennine the pennanenl location ol the 
count)' .seat w as held that year w ith St. Paul w ilining 
by just 18 x'oles. Leaders in Daunehrog contested the 
election because of reports that .St. Paul sent wagons to 
retrieve their men along w ith non-resident soldiers, Iroiii 
Fort Hartsulf.^ Dannebrog’s attempts to gain the count)' 
seat failed and St. Paul began construction on its first 
court house in 1877.

COUNTY FORMATION 

The establishment of counties in the 
state of Nebraska dates back to the 
territory days in the mid-1850s and 
early 1860s. The Territorial Legislature 
began establishing boundaries 
beginning in the eastern end of the 
state along the Missouri River. This 
process included naming the county, 
establishing boundaries, deciding on a 
county seat, the election of officers, and 
occasionally redefining boundaries. In 
1867 however, when Nebraska became 
a state, it was decided a more formal 
process was necessary and S. No. 55 
was passed which was "An Act for the 
organization of counties." This gave the 
legislature power to create counties, 
but the governor the power to call the 
elections and give power to individuals 
in the new county.' 

As settlers moved west and areas 
became more densely populated, 
they petitioned for separation and 
organization of new counties. The 
laws of the time required counties to 
have a minimum of 200 inhabitants 
before an organizational election could 
be held.2 For some counties this was 
easily achieved as soon as the county 
was established, others took several 
decades to reach. 
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Early European Settlement 

Howard Coiiiily was originally home* to (he Pawnee 
Indians, with (he ocrasional Sioux Iribc passing dirough 
din ing a hnn(. A large Native Ainenean giilhering j)laee 
until their reloeatkwi in 1870 was known as Indian Hill 
near Cushing.‘The first settlers to Howard County 
arrived in March ol 1871. A total ol SI settlers arrived in 
(Iniiid Island alter reading an advertisement ))laeed by 
N.J. and J.N. Paul calling for a rendezvous prior to staking 
their claims near (he liiture site of St. Paul/’ Safe passage 
\\"as integral to growth ol these new settlements and the 
Paul brothers ensured a bridge was completed shortlv alter 
they arri\*ed. I'he first bridge was made using cottonwood 
ajid complete by June 10 across the Loup River, oi)ening 
com lections (o the interior of the county and leading lo 
rapid settlement. The first town site to be ))latled was in 
St. Paul in June and July ol 1871. The (own hall was built 
in August in time for the first meeting to nominate county 
officers on October 7. 1871.^’ Only peojile voted in that 
first election.’ Mail service began between Grand Island 
and St. Paul on Janiiai*)' -1, 1872, and the first .school 
opened on April 19.^* 

Howard County was settled by three primarv groups— 
Danes (discussed in detail in the settlement ol 
Dannehrog), Czechs, and Poles. Many ethnic groups chose 
to settle within their t>wn communities on the prairie, 
either as an attempt lo flee persecutuHi or to preserve their 
cultural values. The Czech colony began in 187.5 with 
the pnmiotion of land near Warsaw (township between 
Far well and St. Paul) by the .Slovania Colonization Chib 
in Omaha.' At about the same lime, the Czechs were 
settling near W^irsaw', the Poles were inoi ing lo the 
western portion of the county, and a small Cicnnan group 


settled .St. Libory.‘^ 
The mix oi cultures 
and language 
barriers often led to 
misunderstandings 
and disagreemenls 
among the settlers.

Howard Coiinl)', 
like most western 
Nebraska counties, 
was greatly impacted 
hy the growth 
and e\j)ansion ol 
the railroad.

Railroads provided land for 
jnirchase, access for buying and selling goods, and bridges 
for safe crossing over rivers.

Nebraska was opened lo selllemenl w ith (lie passrige of 
the Kansa.s-Nebraska Act in 18.5-1, hut the real impact on 
selllemenl began on July 1, 18(>2, with the Pacific Railway 
Act.

(BNSF) WHS provided with Icii odd iiu mb cit'd set* I ions jkt 
mile of track buill in Howard Counly on each side ol the 
right-of-way. In total, In ion Pacific obtained 12 million 
acres ol land in Nebraska and BNSF 2.1 million. 

One ol the I 'nion Pacific branch lines was the Omaha 
aiul Republican Valley Railway. Their track began 
in Boeliis and eiidetl in Pleasank>n, Nebniska. The 
tracks from St. Paul to (jiand Island were completed 
in 1880 which was a significant economic boost to the 
communities of Howard County. This allowed them U> 
easily sell their croj)s. In one week alone after I he line 
was built. .32 carloads of grain weix‘ shipped out with 21 
nK>re wailing.*^ The linancia! success of the local farmers 
led to more specialty stores oj)ening along with existing 
shops sU>cking more than essentials. See Figure 1..3 for the 
railroad routes as ol 1914.

Like the railroad, the invent ion ajid early adoption ol 
the automobile wsis a boost to small towns across (he 
Midwest. Communities were finally connected to (he 
rest ol (he coimlry with an easy mode of transportation. 
But the positive impact on small towns would soon Inni 
into the leading cause ol their decline. Automobile use 
increa.sed early in the 20th eentuiy, bu( in 1911 in Howard 
County the 223 vehicles were still outnumbered by 
buggies, carriages, and wagons.*'^ Bv 1914, the Loop River 
bridge south ol St. Paul was recons true ted to handle the 
increa.sed vehicle traflic." It (ook six more years before 
the first filling station, dedicated solely (o the automobile, 
was opened in .St. Paul by ll.G. Springer and M alt 
Skinner (standing todav at the southeast corner ol 7(h and 
Indian Streets).* ’ .See Figure l.() for the automobile routes 
establi.shcd bv 1911.

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Period of Growth 

There were approx iiiialely o,()()() re side ills in Howaixi 
County at the close ol 1881 with 82% ol the population 
between the ages ol o and 21.^^’ The first ten years ol 
Howard County s existence w"as marked by plague, 
drought, fire, and olher disasters I hat forced early settlers 
to fight for the sun ival ol their fanns, helping neighbors 
if possible. Fortunately, the 188()s brought milder weather 
and the settlers' decade of hard work jiaid ofl. They could 
start building towns and social structures. One ol the 
first projects beyond securing their own farms was the 
erection of several churches and a librar\'. In St. Paul, two 
churches (Presbyterian and Methodist) were built, a 2.)0- 
book libnirv' opened in the courthouse, and a cemetery' 
beautification association was created.'^ The first county 
fair was even lie Id in 1882, however it is not the ty])e ol lair 
we imagine tocla\' with several days ol events. The early 
fair was niotiest and inlencled to impress railroad officials 
with a great display ol food products and crafts.^^ The first 
county sponsored fair that continues today was in 1914. 

Supporting Agriculture 

Agriculture was and continues to be a major part of the 
Howard County economy. Fanners have long struggled 
with the ability to produce an abimdanl crop during years 
of drought, beginning with I he first tilled fields in the 
I88()s. Drought in 1891 and 1894 led to near com])lete 
CTO]) failures spurring earh' inigation projects on the 
Middle Lou[) Rh er. They were abandoned a decade later 
when a period of good rain and hanest began.’*’ Drought 
returned during the 1930s and locals returned to man¬ 
made irrigation. The deep water and lack ol adecjuate 
a(jinfers removed ground waiter lor irrigation. As part of 
the Mis.souri River Basin Project created by the Flood 
Control Acts of 1944 and 194() the Farwell I 'nit was 
authorized. This was ))art ol a larger irrigation district 
organized in 19.50 which included new dams, reservoirs, 
and canals. The Sherman Reservoir helped irrigate Si. 
Paul, Dannebrog, and Boelus. In I9()3, the project began 
iirigaling .)(),0,51 acres that support all all a, small grains, 
sugar beets, and coni.-^' 


The 20th Century 

Construction began June (i, 1913 for a new county 
courthouse lo replace the old two-stoiy' wood building. 

In 1919, the local Grand Arm\' of the Republic ((iAR) 
erected a monument to honor the Ch'il War veterans in 
Iront of the courthouse and dedic 2 ited it on the Fourth of 
July.-’ The j)eriod ol growth during the I92()s wtis largely 
sufiported in Howard County by agriculture, which is 
why the 1930s stoc k market crash and droughl hit the 
CO 111 muni ties hard. Banks and schools closed, and there 
was a shortage of feed and seed. Local organizations like 
the .St. Paul Lions Club and American Legion formed 
unemployment committees and stockpiled Hour lo aid 
those in need.-- A county nutrition director wtis appointed 
to educate residents on how best to use the little food they 
hiid.^'^ A total ol $17 million w'as spent by I he county to aid 
its citizens, helping 320 laniilies.^^ Despite the hardshijis, 
progress was still made in the I93()s in Howard County. In 
1937, a construction loan contract was signed, opening the 
possibility for rural electrification. Alter a demonslralion 
of electric appliances at Dannevirke Hall, farmers began 
connecting their land to the town grid.s.^’ Natural gas 
followed in 19.51, reaching .St. Paul first where a small 
street dance and celebration was held to cominemonite 
the event.^’’ 

Many communities in Howard County saw a spike in 
their |H>pillation between 1900 and 1970, however only 
one community, .St. Paul, was able lo sustain that growth 
beyond the decade during the agricultural crisis of the 
i98()s (see Figure 1.7). The remaining communities have 
experienced stagnated or declining |H>pulatu>ns. During 
that brief perioil of growth, communities invested in their 
public services. Dannebrog constructed a new cily hall 
and fire station and lobbied to save Columbia Hall, while 
FJba remodeled their coinmunity center.^’ Communities 
ran promotions in the local newspaper promoting the 
benefit of shopping local. Towns like St. Paul started 
campaigns lo improve their housing stock, provule more 
amenities, aiul support local economic de\X‘lopment. Bui 
the end ol the 20th century saw tlie closing of post offices 
in two communities, consolidation ol school districts, 
and the loss ol small family farms lo large consolidated 
operation.s.^^

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TOWN SETTLEMENT 

Boelus 

The town of Boelus is loealed near the rt>rk of the Soiilli 
and Mkklle Louj) rivers in sou I he as I Howaal County. It 
was founded as Howard City in November 188,) when 
the railroad was extender! from Dannebroj;. The ori^unal 
tow n site ^\’as c hosen because it was halfway between St. 
Paul and Loup City on the Omaha & Republican Valley 
Railroad line. There were plans to create a direct line 
between Columbus anrl North Platte, hut it ne\X‘r reached 
I)ast Bullalo Counly and was acciuired by the In ion 
Pacific in 1898. The town was incorporated on Aui,uisl 
lb, 1886, shortly after the railroad was extenrled to Loup 
City.^'*' While no consensus exists on the ori^un of the tow n 
name, one histoiy suggests the name is a combination 
of Boesen, Larsen, and the I niled Stales. The need to 
rename the community arose after a high volume ol mail 
was sent to Haiw anl City, already established in Cla\' 
County, Nebraska. 

The first bridge was built across the Middle Lou)) River 
in JillV 1886, removing the dangers of fording the rher. 
This new connection supported the towns develo))menl 
which saw new buildings constructed each day.‘^‘ One early 
compam', the Boelus Milling Companv erected in 1886, 
ship))ed Hour and grain across the coimtiy until 1948. 

Beginning in 1914, Boelus began using the river for power. 
They installed a hydro-electric plant that operated under 
sevenil companies until 1972 when low water levels from 
upstream irrigation forced its closure.An important year 
for ini rasirucllire w as 1936 when the first water system was 
installed, the Five-Mile bridge was built, and gravel laid 
on the highway and main street. It was not until the 196()s 
that more public improvements were made. In 1962 the 
highwa\’ was black lopped, and in I9(i8 the sewer system 
was inslalled.''^'^ In 1973, in-iowii streets were finally paved, 
nearK' 70 years after the lirsl sidew alks were j)a\ ed.

Cotesfield 

Ill 1870, Miss Cotes visiled Captain Samuel Munson at 
Camp Ruggles, which w as in the area of FJha, Cotesfield, 
and Damievirke. The area was named Cotesfield after 
lier.'^^ Desj)ile early settlers in the area, the tow n ol 
Cotesfield was nol formalIv created lor sexcral more 
decades. The railroad came ihrough in 1882 but the first 
buildings were not constructed until 1902 (see Figure 
1.9).'^ ’ The first bridge across the North Loop Rh er just 
east of tow n was coiislrucled in 1903, the same year the 
Fanner s Mutual Telephone ComT>ain' was formed. ti\*e 
years taler, Cotesfield beeame an ollicial town, bul itwiis 
not until 1926 that they received electricity, about the lime 
a new* higliway was coiislriK led.'^^

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Cushing 

CiishiiiA^, like most cxnii muni lies lliHt did not hcconic 
a A^liosl town, was established on a newly constructed 
rail line. In 1887, the Chicago, Biniington & Quinev 
Railroad bnincli line In mi Central City to B unveil was 
UHislrncled, and a dejiot was established in present day 
Cushing. Several buildings were const rue ted, and I he jiost 
office, previously localed in a log cabin to the southeast 
of Cushing, was relocated to town. ^I'lie town s naiiie 
honors Sarah Cushing Freeman, wile oi W'.S. Freeman 
who owned most ol the land Cushing was built on.'^^ The 
Freemans are also notable because their daughter, Minnie 
Freeman, saved her school children during the blizzard of 
1888 by tying (hem together with twine and guiding them 
to the closest settlers home three-tiuarters ol a mile a\ray. 

The town was incorjxmited in June 1911 but was nearly 
tleslroyed by fur in 1927 when six buildings burned.'^^ Yet 
another series of disastrous fires in the 19d()s left little ol 
the business district and destroyed St. Johris Lutheran 
Chuifh. The railroatl stopped service in 1988 anti the 
post office closed in 198b.Today there is just one 
commercial building remaining t>n Center Avenue.

INTEGRITY OF LOCATION 

The National Park Service defines seven 
aspects of integrity for a property to 
convey its historic significance. One 
important aspect of integrity is location. 
According the NPS location is; 

The place where the historic property 
was constructed or the place where 
the historic event occurred. The 
actual location of a historic property, 
complemented by its setting, is 
particularly important in recapturing the 
sense of historic events and persons. 

While a building that has been moved 
can still be eligible for inclusion in the 
National Register, it must make up 
for the reduced integrity of location 
through the other six aspects of 
integrity. 

Howard County has a wealth of historic 
resources located at the Historical 
Village. This site is a unique and 
well cared for resource for historic 
architecture. While serving as a great 
attraction and visible reminder of 
the history of Howard County, all the 
buildings were moved to this site and 
therefore are not recommended eligible 
for inclusion in the National Register. 
Their continued use in the Historical 
Village is recommended as it serves 
an important educational function for 
Howard County. 
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Dannebrog 

Diuiiichro^S Hi lined after the Danish fliig, began as a 
l olony CTcalcd by Danish iinmigiaiil Lars HannibaL 
He dreamed of a eommiinity set u)) to snpjjort a purely 
Danisli i)opnlation. which was nnconinion for Danes, 
wlio, unlike other ininiigrant coninuinuies, tended not to 
cluster together. Lars began laving the groundwork for the 
Danish colony in 1870 while living in \\ ankesha County, 
Wisconsin. He formed the Danish Land and Homestead 
Compaii}' to make it easier for small farn^ers from 
Denmark, used to working on less than 80 acres (instead ol 
the 1()() acres granted with the Homestead Act), to emigiale 
and start a fa nil. It wtis also more com fori able dealing with 
Danes instead ol large unknown land comjjanies. Fonning 
the company took many months for it to make it ibrough 
the legislature, but the sufiport ol Senator John Rice, Lars’ 
neighbor, helped it succeed. 

Once established, the company began ofTering shares for 
$o() which etjuated to -10 acres ol land. Each shareholder 
could select up to IbO aci*es, bul only Danish born, or their 
children could be shareholders. The eonipany needed to 
raise S30,000 in capital per the land company re < pi ire men ts 
and hoped lo buy 2-1,000 acres or the ecjuivalent of one 
township. 

Just before Christmas of 1870, CFJ Moeller, the Danish 
Land and Homestead Company seeretaiy, along with 
surveyor Nicholas J. Paul (one ol the founders of St. Paul) 
went in search of suitable land, surveying south ol the 
Middle Lou[) Rher, two miles south ol Dannebrog. In 
Felirnary 1872. a .scouting ))arty ol four, including Lars 
Hannibal, went in .search for the exact location for the 
lolony. J'hey settled on a 120 sejuare mile area west of 
St. Paul near the Howard County division with Sherman 
County.^'^ The land was .sold by the In ion Pacilic at a 
cost ol $2 j)er acre. The site was ideal because it reminded 
the earh' .settlers ol their previous home in Lolland, 
Denmark.*^ 

The company failed to raise the nccessar>' $30,000 in 
capital and disbanded in May 1871.'’ They also struggled 
lo find land available at $1.2o an acre as they promised 
early shareholders sinc e railroad land w as $2 an acre and 
government land was $2.50. Making a claim through tlie 
Homestead Acl w as the onh' cheap w ay to acejuire land 
which recjuired each individual setdei lo claim their own 
100 aci*es. Despite the setback, Lars Hannibal continued lo 
market the area lo Danes back east and even in Denmark. 


While the colony could be called a success, it did not 
remain an isolated Danish selllenienl. By 1872, 7(i Danish 
settlers were living in the Dannebrog colony and 55 non- 
Dajies. Bv 1874, most of the area originally i)lanned for 
the colony w as purchased by 125 Danes and 104 non- 
Dajies.^^ It w"as estimated the colon)' size lo be about dOO 
I)eople the following year.''’ 

The village ol Dannebrog w as platted in 1872 and 
approved in 1874. Dannebrog learned early on (rom 
their neighbors in St. Paul the importance ol supporting 
and fighting for public improvements to connect tlieir 
community lo the rest of the stale. The first bridge w as 
built in 1873 funded by a bridge lax lo support the $4,()()() 
construction cost. The bridge opened in August of that 
\'ear with a parade and festi\'al lo celebrate the new' safe 
crossing over the Muklle Loup River. Town leaders 
lobbied to designate the road ihrougli town as County 
Road 2 which connecled lo Colesfiehl."^ There were even 
boiuls issued after a vote passe<l lo build the Dannebrog 
Mill ft>r $3,()()() in January 1874. I'nforlunately, the mill's 
<lam broke the follow ing year <lue lo Hooding, bul Lars 

The town was established in this 
beautiful volley a little more than 
Q year ago. by Mr Lars Honnibof 
President of a Danish Colony, 
which settled here two years ago, 
brohe the sod, and developed the 
resources of the county. Since that 
time, he has worked earnestly 
and zealously in the interest of 
the town and county, and his 
labor has resulted in a town of 
about two hundred inhabitants.

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DEPOTS OF HOWARD COUNTY 

Howard County has a wealth of historic depots, many of which are still standing. Some, 
however, have been moved and are no longer in their original location. Most have been 
converted to storage and their interior partitions removed. Regardless of their ability to 
meet National Register criteria, they are a unique collection of resources that tell the story of 
development and growth within the county.

While most 
towns competed willi one juiother to sun ive, examples 
existed of cooperative ventures. In 1874, (he Grand Island 
ajid Northern Railroad Company wa.s formed by Lars 
Hannibal ol Damiebrogand Nicholas Paul ol St. Paul. 
They hoped to build the connection from Grand Ishmd lo 
the Niobrara, helping both towns secure their jdace on I he 
line and ensure luture growth, bul the economic crisis of 
1873 made its way to the jaiiirie and ruined their vision. '* 
Despite this failure, in 188(> the ( iiion Pacific com])le(ed 
the line from S(. Paul through Dannebrog lo the west. *^ 

Dannebrog, the second most populated city in Howard 
County, has been losing pt>pulHlion since 1970. Beginning 
in the 1980s, ho\ve\'er. they ha\'e attem]>ted to re\'i\'C (lie 
town thnmgh various means. In 1988, the okl GrundUiv 
Vest was held, Danish names were painted on buildings, 
a city history niund was painted on a building, a walking 
and biking trail was built, and (hey brandctl the city as 
the Danish Capital ol Nebraska. The U>wn rallied around 
their Danish heritage to enlice visitors to the area. Part t>f 
this revival approach included saving their old buildings, 
except ft>r (he old city hall that was dcmoli.shed in 1998.*'*^

Elba 

The Icm n of Elba was created when the ( iiion Paeillc 
Railroad was extended lo North Louj>. Ils name is derived 
Irom the location at I he “elbow ol the river.” Elba was 
cslabli.shed on March (i, 1882, on the homestead of Ed 
Cook, however an enor on I he first plat reijuired iiiiieh 
ellorl and legislative action to coiTect in 188 1. The 
communit)' was small and grew slowly in ils Hr si \'ears. 

The railroad depot was just an old box car and (he onh' 
structures were a callle-loading vard and one store. Once a 
bridge was buill over (he ri\'er east ol town, the com muni ty 
begiin lo grow. By I he end ol the 19lh century the town 
had about 30 businesses including abutter and cheese 
lac lory ajid Poli.sli iiewspa))er.'*' 

Elba’s early entertain men I, baseball, led (o the substantial 
career of local resident and pitcher (inn er ClcAeland 
Alexander. Ollier early enLerlainmciil included bowling 
at two alleys built in the early 192Os and the opera hou.se. 
Bul like the rest of (he towns in Howard County, Elba saw 
a slight Ih>osI in population during the 19()().s, bul it has 
been stagnating since with many businesses oj)ening for a 
few' years, (hen closing. 
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Farwell 

Fill* well hcApui as I he* town of Posen in 1887 jus I nor I Invest 
of the ))rL'sent town site. The onj^nal settlers were Polish, 
however in 1889 a petition was eireuhitcd by a Danish 
woniaji to change the name to Fan veil, Danish for good¬ 
bye. B)' this lime, a si/.ahle Danish population had settled 
in the area and wTinled a name to relicet their heritage. In 
1891. floods ajid fire caused residents to relocate the town 
to higher ground. Two years alter the disaster, the Lincoln 
Land Company helped relocate the buildings to their land 
on a hill to the south ol the old site on the Burlington 
Railroad line. The town in cor pointed in 189,) but .suffered 
Irom an identity crisis. The railroad depot and post office 
were known as Fan veil, hovNever the town board operated 
under the name Posen. It took almost fifty years, but it was 
nnally resolved in 19,11 with the District Court ol Howard 
C'onnl\ officially adopting the name of Fanvell.*''' 

Farwell experiencetl main' firsts in early <lecades of the 
20 th cent HIT. The first city hall was ctmstrucled in 1912 
and the first electric lights were installed in 1922. Main 
Street was graveled and curbing iiistalletl in 1928. A 
modern water system was installed for $27,000 in 1938.'^^ 
Since the 1920s, Farwell has been losing populatum, 
except for one decade between 1900 an<l 1970. Many great 
buildings ixnnain on Main Street, but several are vacant.

St. Libory 

The town site for St. Liboiy, located halfway between 
(irand Island and St. Paul, vras j dal led in with six blocks 
in Section 21, three on either side ol the railroad track. 
On October lo, 1873, Grace Bradlc)', wife ol the first 
Si. Libory de])ol agent Anliiony R. Bradle\', contracted 
to purchase all .six blocks, which she received on July (i, 
1883. The Granville j)ost office, located less than a mile 
Irom the St. Libory depot, was moved on May Id, 1878 
and renamed the St. Libory Post Office. '** In 1880, the 
railroad was extended to St. Pan!, a thriving town at this 
time. .Suneyor Fred S. Becker re-platted the town into 17 
lots in 1891, at which point wsis officially known as the Si. 
Libory settlement, named after .St. Libory, Illinois, where 
the first Gennan settlers to the area came hoin.*'^' 

The first religious bnikling was the St. Libory Catholic 
Church. Ill its early davs, the congregation held ma.ss at 
Conrad Evers Sod House. In 1870, several prominent 
communily members came together to purchase 10 acres 
t>f land from the Omaha and Republican Valley Railroad 
at $4 an acre to build tfie church.^'* The fir.st service in 
their new building was held July >1, 1878, and a parocliial 
scfiool was aildcd 10 years later. In 1900, the original 
building was destroyed by fire, but the congregation 
rebuilt.*^^ 

As with other small towns in Howard Coimly, the late 
20th centuiy brought a decline in population and many 
building alterations. In the late 19()0s, the I ’nioii Pacific 
de))ot Wixs moved to B Street and the interior giitled.'^’^ 
Many other historic buildings housing early uses such as 
the (own .switchboard, a bank, and hotel are .still standing 
bn! have been severely altered. After I he ])opulalion 
decline of the late 20ill centuiy, the town grew between 
2000 and 2010. Tlie construction ol a four-lane highway 
through St. Liboiy and a new gjis .station on Highway 281 
have been given some credit for the population increase. 
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St. Paul 

Si. Pauls founding is ac'ditcd U) I nion Panlic surveyors 
Nicholas.!. and.J.N. Paul. They used I heir experience 
survey ing lands across Nebraska for I he I ’nion Pacific 
lo selccl a lownsile in I he fertile vsilley al the forks ol 
die North and Middle Loup Rivers. The Paul brothers 
organized the Occidental Tnion Colony, like the 
Dannehrog s colony but without the restrictions on 
inimigi alion status. Their goal was to aid in securing 
better terms lor settlers than could be done on an 
individual basis.On Ajiril lo, 1871, Nicholas Paid paid 
the Tnion Pacific Railroad $78.5 lor 400 acres of land 
in the hopes ol claiming the county seat. This deal was 
just under $2 j)er acre, the going rate for railroad land 
at the time. He claimed his own homestead through the 
Homestead Act fora $11 filing fee three days later. 


The first name lor the town was Athens, but the Post 
()irice refused the name since it was already taken b\' 
another Nebraska communit)'. Al the suggestion of 
Phineas Hitchcock to honor the Paul Brothers who were 
instrumental in founding Howard Count)' and the city, 
it became St. Paid. The brolhers sent recruiting material 
to encourage seI tiers to come to the area. Tiie biggest 
recruitment came Ironi Ohio, their former home.^'" The 
inllnential brothers were able to get a cotlonwood bridge 
(lasting onlv one year) built with ihe help of General C.C. 
.\iigur (he same month they jmrehased the land for S(. 
Paul.'^^

In 1873, The Advoaitc, an early 
newspaper which survived as ihe Pho/iograpii HeraWinlo 
die lale 20lb cenliiiy, was opened. On Janiiaiy 9, 1881, die 
Si. Paul Fir si Preshvlerian Church was dedicaled. 


By 1880, Si. Paul had eslabli.shed ilself as ihe galeway 
to die we si and was oflen die Iasi sup))ly slop for settlers 
heading to ihe Dakotas or Fori Niobrani.’” St. Paul had 
three groceiy stores, two dry goods stores, a hank, two 
newspajiers, four law offices, I wo physicians and a dentist, 
five saloons, a shoe store, haken', barber, two boarding 
houses, four hotels, and a variety ol oilier businesses.’^ 
This was due in targe pari to the 1879 bond vole which 
approved $20,GOO lo lure ihe railroad to Si. Paul. This 
proied successful and with the coming mil road the 
Iiojnilation doubled in one year.’^ 

St. Paul today is a thriving small lown, with a glowing 
jxjpuladon year alter year. Much work has been done 
in the <lownLown core to preserve the historic buildings 
and their original brick streets extend well beyond the 
< lown low 11 distiicl.

CHAPTER 2 


SURVEY

INTRODUCTION 

This rhaj)tcr details I he siirve\' methods used to eomplele 
11 1 C rec'oniiaissaiicc work in Howard CoiiiUy and the 
results ol the siin ey. Tlic goal ol this work w"as to identify 
and docnmcnl historic properties (hat nia\' be significanl 
based on their liistorie and architectural merit. In 
November 2019. an architectural liistorian and hi.sloric 
architect from RD(i Planning & Design conducted 
a Nebraska Historic Resource Survey and Inventory 
(NeHRSI) field snrve\', building u[)on previous survey 
work completed by History Nebraska. More details on the 
outcomes are in Chapter 3 and Appendix A. 

SURVEY METHODS 

Objectives 

The hisU>ric resources reconnaissance survey idenlilied 
and documented both new and existing properties that 
meet Nebraska Historic Resource Survey and Inventory 
criteria within Howaal County. Properties meeting the 
critena wliich appear to retain integi ity were evaluale<l 
to determine their eligibility (or listing in the National 
Register of Historic Places either as an individual property 
or as j)art of a larger potential historic district. 

Survey Limitations and Biases 

W’hile most properties within cities were visible fnHii the 
public right-of-w av’ some were difficuh to assess due to 
heavy' \X‘getation or large setbacks from the pnipertv' line. 
To help overcome this limitation, county assessor <lata 
and images as well as (iooglc Earth and Street \^iew were 
consulted. 

Methodology 

Each step retjuire<l to conii)lete a reconnaissance survx'v is 
laid out in the digram in Figure 2.1. More specific details 
related to Htmard County are <liscnssed below. 

Defining the extent of the survey. In Howard County the 
survey was limited to tlie incorporated areas ol Howard 
C'ounly and did not include rural areas. Tlierefore, tlie 
survey work inciuded buildings, stinctures, sites, and 
olijecls within (he cities orBoelus, Cotesfield, Cushing, 
Dannebrog, Elba, Fanveli, Si. Liboiy, and St. Paul. Only 
histone ])ro])erties visible Iroin (he jmblic riglit-of-way were 
documented. 


Futuir additional survey work for rural amas ol Howard 
County is currently planned to be conducted by the Survey 
Coordinator for the NeSHPO. This iii-house siiney work 
will be a<l<lc(l and recorded in CJIS. 

Research. The Ibllowing locations were visited to obtain 
h i s t< )iicj d ii i fc )rmat u in:

Documentation. Physical forms were not pi ejiareLl for each 
property. The CIS shapefile includes all inforination that 
is included on the Ririner NeHRSI survey forms. 

Evaluation. Measures ol integnty are discussed in the 
following section and illiislrated in Figure 2.3. Piopci ties 
deemed eligible arc listed in Chapter 3. The primary 
resource type williin Howard Coimlv' were residential and 
cc mime re* i al bi li Id i ngs. 

• Residential iiroperties: Only tlio.se with liigh degrees of 
pliysical integrity and a strong association v^’ilh crilei ion A 
(association vvilli an event) or R (association with a person) 
v^'e^e iiicludeil. C’rilerion C (distinctive clianiclerislics of a 
type, period, or nietliod of construction) for outstanding 
architectural representations were also evaluated. 

• Commercial properties: Evaluation included both pixiperties 
on an individual basis and as part of a historic district, 

with emphasis on those resources which have retained a 
high degree ofinlegrilv' on iheir first-floor store fronts. 

Iterations however did not distjualify a building from 
identification (or inclusion.

Reconnaissance Survey Methodology 


The reconnaissance survey consists of research, photography, data collection, and Geographic Infor¬ 
mation Systems <GIS) mapping. Reconnaissance Surveys include both new and previously surveyed 
properties and are identified through preliminary research or during fieldwork 



Research 


Survey Extent 


The survey area Is defined at the start of the protect. Only historic proper¬ 
ties visible from the public right-of-way are documented as a reconnais¬ 
sance survey does not go onto private property. 



Research irvciudes books, journals, magazines, newspapers, and other written works 
about the history, culture, and settlement of the area and its communities. Additional 
historic photographs, advertisements, and other artifacts are reviewed. ^

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Field Survey and Identification 


Properties more than 40 years old are surveyed according to the NeHRSi manual. 
Location and physical status of previously surveyed properti^ are verihed and 
additional properties rr>eetin 9 cfiteria are identified. Survey 123, a mobile applica¬ 
tion. is used to note eKtenor building details and is geolocated to the property 
boundaries. 



Documentation 




Following the field survey, each new property is assigned an NeHRSi number, photo¬ 
graphs are exported and labeled according to standard naming conventions, and the 
data is verified for accuracy. ^

Evaluation 

Each property is then evaluated based on mtegriy and significance to determine eligibil¬ 
ity for inclusion in the National Register of Histone Places Resources must be SO years 
old and in their original location or possess exceptional significance. Any potentially 
eligible properties neanng the 50 year mark are noted 
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NATIONAL REGISTER ELIGIBILITY 

The Xalional Rc^dslcr of Hislorif Phicc.s is a rcco^aiilum program pnmioling districts, sites, buildings, slnicliircs, and objects 
signilicant in American history, archilecUire, archeolog}’, engineering, and culture.

\\ liile its templing to rcaignize all t>ld buildings, esi)ecially those with social significance, not all buildings will be eligible 
for inclusion in the National Register ol Historic Places. Often a<lownU>wn commercial district played a significant role 
in the town's development, however because ol the lack of integrity is noi eligible Rir noniination as a di si riel. A properly s 
integrity is evaluated against the following physical (juahlies: 

• Association Is the connection between a historic property and an event, activity, or person. Does die projierty niaiiiiain a direci link 
wllh its recommended significance? 

• Design Isquallty of Integrity applying to the elements that create the physical form, plan, space, structure, and style of a property. Has 

die ov erall ap|)earai ice/layout been significantly altered? 

• Feeling Is the ability of a historic property to evoke the aesthetic or historic sense of a past time and place. Does ihe property pniv ule 
a sense of tlie hisloric lime period? 

• Location relates to the geographic place of the resource during the period of significance. Has tlie properly been moved from its 
hisloric locatiiin!^ 

• Materials assess whether the physical elements used in a historic property remain as they did during the period of significance. Has 
mudi of the liisUiric fabric been rejdaced with non-liistoric material? 

• Setting applies to the physical environment of a historic property. Is die area surrounding tlie properly mucli as it was liistorically? 

• Workmanship measures the Integrity of a historic property in relation to the physical evidence of the crafts of a particular culture, 
people, or artisan.

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EXAMPLE ASSESSMENT OF HISTORIC INTEGRITY 

Background 

The ))ro))crty in Kii^urc 2.3,1 he C.V. Swohoda Building, wixs designed in 1928 for ils corner lol location. The one-stoiy 
masoniy hiiildingis one ol St. Paul's first filling stations and is significant lor ils association with early aiilomohile use. 

This hiiildingis reconinicnded eligible for listing in the National Register (see Figure 2.2 for details) he cause ol ils ties to 
transportation and ils high degree of inlegi ity. 

The hiiildingis clearly weII-maintained aiul a boon to the ctminiunily s ecorumiic vitality. As seen in the historic image, it 
was huff brick with transom windows alxive die glass storefnnils and was cappetl with a brick ])arapel. The huikling has 
not seen any preservation wt>rk, leading lo deterioniLetl wood windows and d<H>rs. Howe\x‘r, it has benelited the retention 
of original materials and wtirkmanship. It s unclear if the leaded gla.ss transom window is still intact iiiKler die boanls. The 
projecting sign support and two of the ftmr wall lights are in their original location despite new sconces. 

Applying Elements of Integrity 

There is rK>l a set rule on how many elements of integrity miisl be met for a building to be eligible, but the analysis of each 
and the level of <livergence are used to make a final determination. In the case of the C .^^. Swt>bo<la Buikling, aspects 
ol all seven elements ol integrity are intact, leiuling to its ability to convey its historic significance. Therefore, it has been 
determined eligible for listing in the National Register.

The simey in Howiinl Coiinly cvaliuilcd all jM'opcrtics klcnlificd as 40 years or older accordto county assessor data, 
regardless of the hiiikiing construction or inlegrity. As a result, ))ro))erties within the boundaries of the incorporated 

cities ol Howard County were surveyed. A total of 3.3() previously surveyed properties were ex alualed and 861 new 
) proper ties. 

A total of 12 historic contexts developc<l by the NeSHPO aiul listed in the NeHRSI niariual were used to identify 
potentially eligible pn>perlies. Addiliojially, the Setllemenl/Arcliilecture context is broken inU> six architectural sub¬ 
categories. Each context includes examples of properties found in Howard County. Specific properties recommende<l 
eligible for listing in the National Register are ideiitined in Chapter 3. 


Agriculture 

The study was limited to the 
incor|H>rated communities of Howard 
County. This limited the number of 
proi)erties relating to the rigricuhure 
context, however many communities 
ha<l gniiii elevators and co-ops 
within the city limils. This context 
atIdi esses j)roj)erty types related to 
f<H>d production including crops and 
livesUx k. In rural areas, this includes 
farnistea<ls flanked by barns, garages, 
machine sheds, an<l other outbuildings. 
In many instanees, modern advances 
result in the re placement t>f historic 
barns with modern metal buiklings. To 
the right is an example of an agricultural 
context in Howard County.

County, this context is primarily applied 
lo places ol worship including churches 
and clergy residences.

C ylindric al towers 
and turrets with decorative elements are 
usually employed. 

Italian Renaissance 

A style popular between 1890 and 1940 
characterized bv wide, overhanging 
bracketed eaves. Doors and window s 
arc often arched w ith distinctive lintels. 

In commercial hnildings, rn.siicated 
stonework, horizontal brick or .stone 
bands, and elaborate pediments or 
I)atlerns are often found.

Typical fealures include low-)filched 
roofs with no ea\'cs or a hm-pitcheti roof 
with red clay tile. Rounded windows and 
doors, stucco walls, and asyinmelrical 
facades are common. 

Puebio 

This style was most common in the 
southwest around Santa R\ New Mexico, 
from ahoul 1910 (hroi^h the 19-lOs. 
Buildinj^s appear as a mixture of S]vanish 
Colonial, mission, and Indian Pueblo 
fonns. Flat, parapeted rool lines, rounded 
edges with no eaves, and stucco cladding 
are common elements. 

Tudor Revival 

A common 199()s and 198()s style 
ol architecture blending late Lnglish 
medieval styles. Sleep gables, liall- 
linibering. and stucco, wood, and stone 
materials characteri/.e this tyj)e of 
conslruction.

The Chicai^o sl\'Ic was most i)oj)iilar 
be (wren 1890 and 1920 made famous 
by the Chicrigo airhitecls llial pnmioled 
the new technology of steel frame 
etHLslriiclioii. This style led to the lirst 
skyscrapers in the iirhan landscape 
after steel lech nolog v alk>wed for taller 
buildings. These buildings are identifiable 
by I he sleel skeleUm ct>nslruction, often 
visible on the exterior, with a simple 
ct>rniee and huge bands of ^\’iiuk>ws. 

Commercial Style 

Commercial \rmacular buildings are 
very eoninion in do\vnU>wns. This style 
employs a simple style of commercial 
ctHislrnctioii popular between 1800 and 
1930 charac terized by large retail windows 
and recessed entrances on the firsl floor. 
The\’ t\'pically emplo\' a rectangular plan 
with shallow' projections. This style often 
crosses over with the Chicago style sinee 
their period of use overlaps. 

Prairie School 

Prairie School architecture is closely 
associated with architect Frank Llovd 
Wright. The style focuses on open floor 
jdans, low'-j>ilched roofs with broad eaves, 
and long bands of window s. A variant 
of this style is the American Fours<iuare 
or "Prairie Box." lliese are simplified 
versions of the Prairie School buildings 
that include a full-w idth front porch on a 
s{|uare j)lan. This residenlial variation on 
the Prairie School style typically consist ol 
tw'o and a hall stories.

Art Deco 

Arl Dcco was a popular style hclwc’cn 
192.5 and 1940 and is easily klcnliriahlc 
ihrouj^h the stylized geonielrie fun ns 
ajid details. Conceived as a break In mi 
the oni amen led forms of I he past, 

Art Deco buildings are sleek, linear, 
and employ ^eoinelric ornament at ion. 
Man)' use step bac ks to create a stepped 
out line with low-relief decorative panels. 
Common materials include concrete 
block, i^lazed brick or lile, and stucco. 

International Style 

The inter national style was al its heii^hl 
between 1930 and 1930. Architects like 
Le Corbusier in France, and Walter 
(iropius and Mies van der Rohe in 
(lemiany championed the style. It is 
i dent in able tbroiigh the Hal roofed, 
a sy 111 metrical form with bands ol 
windows and a lack of oniament. 

Moderne 

An architectural style common between 
1930 and 1930 featiirin^f streamlined 
simplicity and the sculpt uni I use of 
rectilinear geometric fonns. This style 
was a less ornamented, stir am lined 
version of Art Deco. Smooth walls, 
rounded corners, and cur\'ed glass 
identify these buildings. 

Mixed /other 

Two additional categories, mixed and 
other, catch the \'arie<l architectural 
styles that often do not fit into one of 
these categories. An example of an 
"other" style ^\'Ould be a sod house.

Buildings range in age Irom 188() ihrough llie lale 
I9()()'s. Arcliileclural sl)'les van\ however a number ol 
buildings on Howard Avenue are >vell-preser\'ed Ilalianate 
buildings. The iiilaet brick streels add to the district s 
cohesion. The proposed districl is polenlially eligilile 
under Criterion C: Architecture as a colled ion ol buildings 
thal re))resent early commercial development in St. Raul. 

Other communities like Far well t>r Daimebrog ha\r a 
number of older resources, however the high degree ol 
ahcraluHis or demolitions lhal have taken place result in a 
determination of not eligible at ibis time. Daniiebrog could 
I)otentially be eligible in I he luture il non-hisloric mansard 
rools and other non-historic alleralioiis are reversed.

The Held survey ineluded huildiiigs between 40 and ,j() 
years old, miderstaiKliiig that many ol these buildings 
would soon be eligible lor listing in the Nalional Regisler. 
None of the buildings built helween 1970 and 1980 
appear lo he ol a high enough ijualil)' ol de.sigii lo re<iuire 
review in I he next ten years. Over time however, thev may 
aexjuire signilicance as I he ranch and split level homes age. 

FUTURE STUDY 

A series of historic to))ics and resource t)'pes >vere 
ideiilified during the survey ol Howard Couiil\ that 
c<iul(l be lie Hi from furl her study. The following research 
and survey activities liaxe been ideiililied lo furl her the 
uiulerslaiiding ol Howard County's rich his (or)' for local 
residents and hisloriaus alike. 

Intensive Survey of Ethnic Architecture 

As meiilioiied in the history ol Howard Count)' in 
Chapter 1, the area was sellled largely by immigrant 
groups iiicluding the Danish, Swedish, and Polish. 

Thev had a great impact on the churches, 1 arms!cads, 
homes, and businesses huill in each ol the comuumilies 
ol Howard Count)'. The architectural legacy is evident 
inimarily in ihe numerous (iolhic and Roman style 
churches erected in many cities, bill evidence ol their style 
also appears in man)' of the homes. Inten.sive research 
into llie adaptation of European ai chileclural heritage 
!>)' llie various immigraiil groups in Howard count)' is 
recommended lo assist in identilyiiig llie impact of diesc 
resources and lo dexelop a hislorie context. 

Agricultural Context 

While outside the scope ol I his survey, developmeiil of 
an agrieulliiral coni ext lo as.si.st in ideiilihing impoi taut 
agricultural praclice.s, aih anccmeiils, and inijiacts \vould 
be heiieficial for Howard Count)'. The lounding and 
gi'ovvlh oi the coinuuiiiilies within relied heax ilv on 
agriculture for their .success. While few agricullurai-relaled 
uses exist within the boundaries of this .survey, luture work 
in the iiiiincor]M>raled portions ol Howard Counly >vitl 
likely reveal .signiricaiil re .sources.

The Howiinl Coiiiilv Hislorinil Sodcly has a lonj^ hisloiy, 
to 1901 when il was railed (he Old Settlers' Sndety 
with town rounder N.J. Paul as president and Robert 
Hai*\'e\' as se net ary. What bej^aji as inforni^d sj>eerhes 
ajid recalling old days morphed inlo the Howard County 
Historical Society in 19(if). The organization has a wide 
rolled ion of artifacts and historic buildings which have 
been colleded in the Historical \'illage at 6th and Indian 
Streets. The buildings were moved Irom their original 
locations throughout the county. They provide a great 
museum experience, but the buildings are no longer 
eligible for listing in the National Register because (he\' 
were moved. The societ}' has an archive of their newsletter, 
Hj s /< >J7( H ll\ Speuk is ig av ail al )1 e on 11 lei r webs il e, i n 
addition to an interactive maj) of all (he county school 
districts and former railroad depots.

INTRODUCTION 

The Nebniska Stale Historic Preservation OlHcc is 
charged with promoting preservation and cnhajicemenl 
of Nebraska s enltnral resources whicli include buildings, 
stniclnres. objects, and sites. The National Historic 
Preservation Act charges all SHPOs with the following 
tasks:

The giikliitg document for preservation 
aclivities is the Stale Historic Presenation Plan eompleled 
even' o years with input from Nebraskans.

Bv the summer ol 2020 
the NellRSI program, dating hack to 19()l when it was 
called (he Nebraska Historic Buildings Survey, will have 
completed reconnaissance surveys in all 98 counties in 
Nehra.ska. In addition to reeonnaissance surveys, the 
Nell RSI progiam oversees inleii.sive level surveys and 
hislorie context reports. 

These surveys are impoiTaiil documents for (tirlheriitg 
preservation in Nebraska and act as the lirsl step in 
the process. Surv'cv' provides a basic under standing of 
all potential resources in a given area aiul idcnlifies 
jiotentially eligible properties for the National Register. 
Certified local governments use surveys to furl her their 
local designation progi ams and federal and slate agencies 
refer to the documents when determining potential 
negiiliv’c effects.

Who conducts a survey? 

V arious members of the Nebraslui State I’l eservalion 
Office will conduct surveys for their progmms. 

At limes the \eSllPO will hire specialized 
contractors U> conduct surveys. Also, Certified 
I-ocal Governments <CLGs) are authorized and 
encouraged to conduct surveys of their respective 
communities. 

What do surveys iook for? 

A ii;eographic survey will look at buildings, 
structures, at id even objects. A tbeinatic survey is 
focused on a single type of structure (ex: bridges, 
movie theaters, court hoiLses). Pro))tTtics must be iit 
least 40-years old to vvai i aut a survey. 

Will a surveyor go inside my home? 

No. 'I'be only time a surv'ey is conducted within a 
building would be if a property owner lias retjnested 
au assessment for National Register and/or tax credit 
eligibility. 

Will 0 surveyor go onto my private property? 

No, surveyors will never go onto private [>ro])crty, 
unless tiiey have been given special pei*mission from 
tile property ownei*. 

How do I know that a survey is hoppening? 

Before a county survey is conducted a public meeting 
that is advertised in local pa[>ei s is held. 


How can I learn more about the history of my home? 

Check out History Nebraska's website, history. 
nebi'a.ska.gov/[>i'escrvatiou, to see interactive maps 
with survey, National Register, and Historic Maikcr 
information. Contact tlie NeSHPO ofllcc to see if 
photographs are available, old Sanborn or Plat maj)s, 
or survey infoinialion. Be aware that reconls are not 
eom))reltensive, but it is always v^ oi th taking a look. 

How con a preservotionrst tell if a property is 
''historic" or not? 

A sui'veyor typically looks at roof materials, windows, 
doors, towers/cliimneys, and distinct ai cbitectural 
features for clues that indicate the age of a building. 

A surveyor will also note details like layout, number 
of stories, building material(s>, and l)rick patterns. 

What does a surveyor do? 

Svirveyors take pliotogiaphs of the exterior 
of buildings, map out the age and integrity 
recjuireiiients of each building, and tjike notes on 
distinctive reaiUR‘s. If tlie survey is more inieiLsive, 
a survey ()!' might also coiuluct tlioiough histoi ical 
research iind conduct intci'views with knowledgeable 
people. Most surveyors now use electnmic tablets to 
record this inlbrmation. 

Will a survey result in restrictions or mointenonce 
requirements for my property? 

No, a survey will never infringe on your riglils as a 
property ow'uer. 
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NATIONAL REGISTER OF HISTORIC PLACES 

The NiUioiiiil Register ol Historic Pliices is a nationwide 
list of the historic places dial tell the story ol people 
and exeiits that form Americas colic dive identity. This 
recognition program has three nominating levels—local, 
stale, and national—meaning a listed Iniildiiig could he 
sigiiilicant for its coni ril ml ion to architecture or history for 
a local community, such as Columbia Hall in Dannehrog, 
or on a statewide level like Chimney Rock whidi ))laved a 
sigiiilicant role in the development ol (he W est. 

The National Register is a federal pnigram ol the National 
Park Service administered within Nebraska by (he SHPO. 
Individuals and com mini i lies can nominate properties 
to ser\'e as examples of sharetl hisU>ry. I'here are 
cutTcnlly over 1,000 indivklual properties and districts in 
Nebraska ranging from homestead ranches to downtown 
commercial districts. The SHPO maintains an interactive 
map of all listetl i)roi)erlies on their website at liistory. 
oel)raska.gov. Mt>re infonnation t>u eligibility for (lie 
National Register is located in Chapter 2.

What are the benefits of listing my property?

If my property is listed will I still be able to moke 
otteratlons, changes, additions, etc.? 

'file National Register does not place any restrictions 
t)n [>ropert\' owners. The stale and the fedend 
government have no control over listed [>rt>])erties. 
You are free to maintain or renovate v'our ])ro[)erty 
as yon see fit. However, we encounige you to check 
with the Nebraska Stale Historic Prescn alion 
OlTice before starling projects, especially if yon 
are interested in iiiialilying for a historic lax credit 
progiam. lasted projjerlies that are <lcmoIi.sheil or 
have significant allcnilion.s, compromising essential 
historical lealures, can he removed from the Nalitinal 
Register. 

Is my property eligible for listing? 

Eligible pro))erlies arc ly pically at least ,K) years 
old and have either a liisloric or arduleclurril 
significance, (ienerally, age is not I he only thing 
ct)nsi<lered when determining significance. A 
pro[>erty must have botli cullund/historical 
significance and inlegriiy to be eligible for listing. As 
pari of the nomination pmcess, why llie properly has 
a hi.sltjrical/architectnral significance w ill need to he 
established. 

How do I determine if my property is significant? 

Proiierties aic eligible lor the National Register 
must be associated with one or moi*c of the lour 
established Criteria discussed at the beginning of 
C'lia))ler S. Historic documentation must be provided 
to support a claim of a property s significance. It has 
to gi> beyond being loosely iissocialed with or having 
existed at the lime oflhe historic event or jierson.

Commonly rcfcrrccl U> as Section KHi Review because of Us enabling legislation in the National Historic Presen ation Act, 
fee lend project review retjuires federal agencies lo ctHisider the effect of their undertakings on hisUnic prt>perties. They 
miisl develop and evaluate alternatives to avt>id, ininimi/.e, or mitigate adverse eflecl an<l allow the federal Advisory Council 
on Historic Preservation and the NeSHPO lo ctmiment t>n the pr()ject and its effecls. 

Agencies often consult with the NeSHPO early in (he process to detennine whether their projects could have an impact 
on a historic resource. One ol the hest tools to determine project im))act is a historic surv ey il one has heen completed in 
the area. From there, SHPO staff can aid in the determination of whether the pr<>ject will have an adverse effect and find 
\\"ays to mitig 2 ite any neg'ative effects. II there are any cflccls identified, ihe agency' must seek jniblic input. Properties do 
not need to be listed in a historic register, only detennined eligible. One of the most common state agencies to encounter 
Section KKi Rev iew is the Nebraska Dcp 2 irtnient ol Transportation which receives i uncling through the Federal Highway 
Administration (FHWA).

What is Federal Project Review? 

Tliis lexisliitioii, commonly referred to as Section ll)() 
Rev iew. all cjuaUfied federal projects to take 

into account tlieir ellects on liisloric pro))erties and to 
allow the Adv isory Council on Historic Preservation 
I lie o[>))ortunity to comment on these eflecls. These 
properties can be abov e-gRnmd structures or below- 
i(rouiKl archeological sites. 'Fhe R‘vie\v jirocess varies 
depending on the type of resource. It is overseen 
\yy the Advi.soi y C'ouncil on Hisloi ic Preservation 
(ACHP) and takes into account recommendations 
from the Nebraskii State Historic Preservation Olllce 
(NeSlIPO), as well as public comments. 

Whot is 0 historic property? 

The Section 106 Rev iew looks at properties that are 
years or older, and are either already listed or are 
potentially eligible for listing in the National Register 
of Historic Places. 

What kind of projects require a Section 106 review? 

All [>rojecis that include fedenil funding, licensing, 
or permitting are recjuired to undergo Section 106 
review and compliance. These types of projects 
can include const ruction, ivntiv alion, repair, 
rehabilitation, gnnmd disturbances, etc. You can 
cl lock to see if a pr<>jerl is i*e(|uired to undergo a 
Section 106 review by asking the following ipieslions: 

* Does the [>i<>jecl inv'olv'e a federally ow iied/conlrolled 
properly (ex: military bases, ))arks, forests, jiost 
offices, and courthouses);^ 

* Is the [>roject mceiving federal funds, gnmls, or loans:^ 

* Does the [>r<>jecl require a federal permit, license, or 
other ajjproval (ex: a T.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
pennil for building on wetlands or the construction of 
cellular lowers)? 

What are the steps in the review process? 

TheR‘ are 4 major steps to I lie process—Initiate 
review, gather inibrmation, assess elTecls, and exjilore 
measuR‘s to i*esolve adverse elTecis tbrougli avoidance, 
minimiziition, and mitigation meiisures. Tbrougliont 
tills four-step review process, the federal agency 
is responsible lbr conveying all information with 
‘Vonsulting parlies” and the general public. 

What is considered an "adverse effect" to a resource? 


If a pnjject would alter the signilicance and/ 
or inlegrily of a historic resource to the point 
where it might no longer i|ualify for the National 
Register. Some of the impacts include destruction, 
inap))ropriale modifications, relocation, neglect, or the 
iransfer/lease/sale olbi historic property out ol’fedei al 
control without ade<juale preservation Rslrictions. 

Will the discovery of an "adverse effect" completely 
shut down a project? 

No, the federal agency is reqiiiretl to rest)lve all 
adverse elfecls in consiihalion with the Stale Historic 
Rreservaliou OITice (SHPO) or Tribal Historic 
Preservation OITice ('I'llPO), eslahlLshed consulting 
parlies, and the Advisory Council on Historic 
Pre sc I* vat ion (AC’HP) if lhe\' choose to he involved. 
Section 1()(> Review does not guanmtee the full 
))i'o tec lion of a historic ))roperty. 

How does the public learn about Section 106 projects? 

Agencies are re<|uired to notify the ))nhlic, but how 
they [niblicize this infoinialion can vary. Notifications 
in newspa[>ers, on television, and hv radio are 
common metliods of communication. The Federal 
Register posts notices about projects as well. Federal 
agencies wall also contact local museums, historical 
societies, and Section 106 consultants. 

How con private citizens become involved in the 
Section 106 Review process? 

Private citizens or organizations can rciiuesl to he 
consulting parlies if I he project involves liistoric 
propel'ties in which they iirc directly aflihaled or if 
ihev have a specialized interest. However, there is no 
guarantee that your i*e(|nest will he granted. You aR‘ 
idso encouraged to share your views with your local 
SHPO or THPC). 

What should you do if you find a potential 
archaeological site? 

Notify the NehrasLi Slate Archaeologist. See the end 
of this chapter for contact ii dor mat ion. 

What should you do if you find human remains? 

Re[)orl the remains immediately to the county sherifi' 
or county alloniey.

HISTORIC TAX CREDITS 

A iiumbLT of programs exist to helj) fund the rehrihililalioii 
of liislork* buildings. The programs used and a)mbination 
of iunding sou ires depends largely on the project 
parameters and goals. Following is an explanation of 
I lie most eomnioii programs used to luiid prcservalion 
activities, historic tax credits, along with case studies of 
two rehab projects in small Nebraska connnunilies—the 
Palace Holel and the Weber Brother Building. 

Federal Historic Preservation Tax Incentives 
Program (fHTC| 

Most commonly known as the Federal Historic Tax Credit 
Program this program, established in 197(), prox ides 
a 20% federal tax credit to ))ro))erty owners of income 
[jroduciiig historic buildings tliat undertake a substantial 
rehabilitation project. To (lualify, a building must be 
individually listed in the National Register ol Historic 
Places or be considered a contributing building within a 
historic district. The process includes three apjdication.s— 
evaluation ol significance (Part 1), description ol 
rehabilitation (Part 2), and re(|uest for certification of 
comi)leled work (Part 3). All work must be completed 
according to I he Secretary' of I he Interiors Standards, 
meaning significanth' historic matenals, features, finishes, 
and spaces must be maintained if jxis.sible. 


Nebraska Historic Tax Credit |NHTC| 

The Nebraska State Historic Tax Credit (NHTC) \mis 
initialed in 201.') under the Nebraskiijob Crealion and 
Main Street Redevelopment Act. The NHTC provides 
a state tax credil ol u[) lo 20%) of qualified rehabilitation 
expenditures. Annually, $1.) million is allocated by I he 
Nebraska Legislature on I he first day ol the calendar 
year. Individual projects are capped at $l million. The 
availability of the NHTC has encouraged investment 
in historic resources in rural communities and urban 
cores throughout Nebraska. To use tliis program, a 
five part application is reijuired, the first three of which 
are rex iewed by tlie SHPO and the second two by the 
Nebraska Department of Revenue. 

A 20 Id report of the economic impacts ol the Nebniska 
Historic Tax Credit in its first year showed a $I2().6() 
million impact on the Nebraska ectmomy. Projects 
createil 1.03,') full time jobs and generated $.53.11 million 
in Nebraska xx ages. I'he gi*oss state product wvni up by 
$()9.8>1 million as a result and state aiul local taxes by 
$d.ll million.

Whot are my first steps? 

CiniUicl ihe Nehniska Stale Historic Prcserviilion Olllce

Whot is the difference between the federoi and state tax 
credit programs? 

The reliabilitation standards and required information 
are the sajne. Both applications should he 11 lied out. 
Each program Inis its own paperwork, however, the 
NHTC application is entirely online while the Federal 
apjjlication and \'IP application mu.st be typed, printed, 
ami then mailed. Please reference the online comparison 
chart for differences iji eligibility and other financial 
details. 

Does work done on my house qualify for tax credits? 

Yes and No. The Valuation Incentive Piogram (\’IP) can 
be used on your personal borne. Howev er, shigle-lamily 
detached residences are not eligible for the Fedend and 
State Historic Tax Cjedil. 

What expenditures quoiify for tox credits? 

Most [>re-approvecl work on the interior and exterior 
(lualifie.s. l-indscajhng, furnishings, additions, 
and moveal)le ei|uipmenL do not <iiialilV. For more 
information on what c|nalifies, visit the IRS website. 

Can i repioce the windows? 

It de))emLs, the NeSHPO will assess whether or not 
the existing windows are either beyond repair or non- 
historical. If the NeSHPO determines that the windows 
can he ref)laced, the ref)l;icement windows must match 
the old in design, color, texture and other visual qualities. 
Historic windows are a valuable asset to any historic 
home. Most origiital windows are not bevoml l epaij'. I'he 
return on investment of rejjair is almost always more 
lucrative than llic co.st of uevv windows. Additional!) , 
despite common rlietoric, hisloi ic windows c'an be jtist iLs 
energy efficient as new windows. 

Whot happens if i make changes to my project during 
construction? 

An amendment form must he submitted to the National 
Park Serv ice ami NeSHPO for review. 


i am interested in participating in a tax credit project 
for a building that 1 do not yet own. can 1 still start the 
application process? 

The process begins with submission of the evaluation 
of significance (Part I) with the written consent of the 
current pnjpei ty ow ner. 

Can I apply for a tax credit after completing a project? 

No. An application must he submitted pritir to starling 
work on v'our [>i'o])cri\'. 

Are the tax incentives transferable? 

\e.s and No. The Nehra.ska Hisloi ic Tax Cretlil can 
l)e sold lo a ihird parly of financial inslilulitm (ibis is 
polenlially a great o))lion for inleresled non-profils). The 
Federal Historic Tax Credit is not transferable. Plea.se see 
the Nel)raskii Deparlmcni of Revenue website for more 
details. 

Will all work be reviewed on the project? 

Yes, all work on tlie interior and exterior of tbe 
))ro[)ei ly w ill be revievvt‘d using the Secretary of Interior 
Stamlards. Even work that tloes not count an eligible 
ex))enditure, will be reviewed.

The Weber Brother's Building was constructed in 1888 and is a contributing building in the 
Chadron Commercial Historic District listed in the National Register in 2007. The project 
included rebuilding the sandstone units, the storefront, and pressed metal parapet and 
cresting along the roof line to rehab the building to its original state. No interior work has 
been completed to date. 
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CRETE FACADE RESTORATION 
PROGRAM 

To date, the City of Crete has assisted 
in the restoration of 29 front and side 
facades in Crete's downtown district. 

The process began in 2016 with a 
$30,000 Downtown Revitalization (DTR) 
Phase I grant to complete a downtown 
visioning process. At this time, the City 
received approval to add a portion of the 
downtown to the National Register of 
Historic Places as the Crete Downtown 
Historic District. 

Community Development Block Grant 
(CDBG) Phase II funding totaling 
$307,000 was awarded to implement 
a commercial rehabilitation program 
with $102,333 in matching funds by the 
City's LB840 Economic Development 
program. The City began contacting 
property owners in 2017 to participate in 
the program which provides grant funds 
equaling a percentage of each individual 
project's total cost. Each property owner 
provided a 20% match. 

The program goals included improving the 
downtowns appearance, creating a sense 
of place, and promoting and preserving 
the historic character of the downtown. 
Priority projects included removal of the 
metal awnings and non-hlstoric materials, 
installation of new awnings and upper 
story window replacement, restoring the 
original transom windows, and brick repair. 
Projects began in spring 2018 and ended 
in summer 2019.

Valuation Incentive Program

it reaches the nev\' accessed \'alue. To c|uahfy the ))n)ject 
must be listed in the National Register of Historic Places 
or a ha\'e status as a local landmark through an approved 
local government ordinajice ])rior to commencement of 
work. Similar to the federal lax credit, the \'1P has a three 
part application process. Additionally the project musi be 
a substantial rehabilitation which means the value ol I he 
work is at least 25% of the properties asse.ssed value at the 
projects start. 

Downtown Revitalization Program 

The Nebraska Department ol Kconomic Development 
prox'ides assistance to counties or in cor pointed 
communities through the use ol federal Community 
Development Block Grants (CDB(i) for community and 
economic development projects. Sexeral ))rograms fall 
within the CDB(r limding categories, one of which is 
Downtown Re\'ita]izalion. Projects in this category invoh e 
revitalization efforts within downtown business districts 
including streets, sewer, and water systems, histoiic 
restoration, removal of arch it e dural barriers, and/or loans 
to business for facade im))rovenienls, signage, and/or to 
meeting community codes. 

Cities like Crete, Nebraska have used DTR 1 unding to 
complete huge scale lacade restoration and rehahilitalion 
in their downtowns. Ft>r more infonnation t>n the Crete 
program see the adjacent call-out box. 
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PUBLIC EDUCATION AND OUTREACH 

Historic prc.scrvHlkm is more than a program to preserve 
the physical environment, but also aids in economic 
devclopmenl Ihrough increased tourism, providing 
incubator space for local businesses, supporting job 
growth, and a host ol other benelits. Preservation also 
supports siistainabilily goals. 

A primary charge ol (he NeSHPO is to promote the.se 
benefits through jniblic edncalion and outreach. The 
NeSHPO accomplish this through a niunher ol ))iiblic 
meetings, worksliops, and curating coiilenl through the 
website and social media chajinels. For this surve\' prcjject, 
meetings were held at the beginning and conclusion of the 
work, culminating with the develo))ment ol aji educational 
brochure and online stoiy map.

More com UK >11 U>day is lab shingles 
which overlap instead of creating 
a smooth, iminlerrupted roll like 
asphalt n>ll shingles. 



Balloon Frame. A type t>f constrnclion 
using vertical studs extending (lie full 
height of the wall. Floor jtiists were 
then lastenetl to the studs with nails. 



Bay Window. A windowed bay that 
))roirudes from the ground for one 
(> 1 * ni< ire sl< )n e s. (N o te d i fferei ice 
between oriel window.) 




Brackets. A projection that provides 
visual or structural suiijxirt lor 
cornices, balconies or other 
decorative feature. 



Building. A structure erected to house 
iiclivities perlbnned by people, 
unlike a structure which is noi 
intended (o shelter hninaii activities.

Contributing (National Register 
definition). A building, site, structure, 
or object that adds to the historic 
as.sociations, historic architectural 
(jualities for wliich a property is 
signilicant. The resource was present 
{luring the period of significance, 
relates to the documented 
signilicance of the property, and 
possesses historic integrity. {>r 
is capable of yielding important 
information about the period. 

Contributing (NeHRSI definition}. A 
building, site, stnicturc, object, or 
collcclu >11 of buildings such as a 
farmstead that meets the NeHRSI 
criteria of integrity, historic 
association, historic architectural 
ijualities, and was present during 
the period ofsigniricaiice. A 
))ro))erty that contributes to the 
NeHRSI is generally evaluated 
with less strictness than for an 
individual listing in the National 
Register, yel more strictness than a 
building which may “contribute” to a 
))ro))osed National Register district. 


Course. A continuous layer of 
mas{>nry, tile, shingles or other 
building material. 
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Cupola. A dome iUop ri rooi or liiiTcL 
This differs from ii lantern which is 
a circular of poK^oiial turret with 
wijidows all around, crowing a roof 
or dome. 


Cusping. Fr<»jec(iiii;poiiils fornied at 
the coiivei>fciicc of foils in (ioll lie 
tracer)’.

Multiple Property Nomination. The 

National Register of Historic Places 
Multiple Property docu me illation 
fonii nominates groups of related 
significant properties. The themes, 
trends, and patterns of history 
shared by the properties are 
organized into historic contexts. 
Property types that represent those 
historic contexts arc defineil within 
the nomination. 

Moulding. A contoured stri]) located 
just below the juncture of a wall 
and ceiling. Can also refer to trim 
in both horizontal and vertical 
a])[)tications. 



National Register of Historic 
Places (National Register). The 
official federal list of ilistricts, 
buildings, sites, structures, and 
objects significant in American 
history, architecture, archaeology, 
engineering, and cultinx* that aix* 
importanl in the prehisloiT or 
history of their coniniunity, state, or 
nation. The program is administereil 
through the National Park Service 
by way of State Historic Preservation 
On'ices. 

National Register Criteria. The 
established criteria lor evaluating the 
eligibility of ])i*o])erties for inclusion 
in the National Register of Historic 
Places. 

Nebraska Historic Resource Survey 
and Inventory (NeHRSI). A program 
managed hy the Nebra.ska State 
Historic Presen ation Olfiee 
which includes reconnaissanee 
and hue 11 sive level surveys and 
dex elopmenl of historic context 
reports in the stale of Nebra.ska. 

Noncontributing (National Register 
definition). A building, site, si rue I lire, 
or object that does not add to the 
historic architectural (jualilies or 
historic associations for w hich a 
properly is significant. The resource 
was nol present during the i)erio(l 
of significance; does not relate to 
the docu me 11 led significance ol 
the property; or due to allenUions, 
{lislurbanc cs, additions, or oilier 
changes, it no longer possesses 
historic integi ily nor is capable of 
vietding import ant infonnalion 
about the period. 
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Noncontributing (NeHRSI definition). 

A building, she, slrucUirc, object, 
or collection ol buildings such as a 
farm stead that does not meet the 
NeHRSI criteria of integrity, historic 
association, historic architectural 
ijualities, or was not present 
during the period ol significance. 
Noncontribuling properties are not 
generally entered into, nor kept in, 
the NeHRSI inventory; however, 
exceptions do exist.

Pilaster. A shallow feature that 
pn)jcc1s fnmi (he wall featuring a 
capital and base; usually imitating 
the form of a column. 



Portico. A roofed entrance siipi)oi te<l 
by columns on at least one side. 



Potentially eligible. Properties that 
may he eligible lor listing in the 
Naliona! Register pending I urt her 
research and investigation. 

Property. A building, site, structure, 
and/or object within a <lclinealc(l 
boundary. 

Property Type. A grouping of 
indi\'idual properties based on a 
.set ol shared physical or associative 
characteristics.

Research Design. A .statement 
ol proposed identifiealion, 
documentation, inveslig'ation, or 
other treatment ol a historic properly 
that identifies the project's goals, 
methods and lecbniijues, expected 
results, and the relalionshi]) of ihe 
ex pec led results to other )M*o))osed 
activities or treatments. 


Rusticated. Masonry fealiiring large 
blocks, deep joints and roughened 
sur fates.
